Pike’s Magnum opus is both idiosyncratic and infuriating, but judicious 
mining of his text will uncover much of value io the esoteric student.

- understanding of all that is of lasting vaiue in the Craft to which we all 
belong. And as with other subjects dealt with in this reading list there are 
some authors whom it is wise to treat with caution while recognising that 
there is yet wisdom in some of their work. They inciude the Rev. George 
Oliver, the Rev. F de P Castells, J S M Ward, Manly P Hall (this stricture 
applies specifically to his masonic works), and H V B Voorhis.
